proportionto the reſpeQive States and'Conditions. Theſe 
are Times of Trial and Tempration, of DefeQion and 
Apoſtacy ; and,'as God knows there was occaſion e- 
nough, ſo he ſuited his Petirions to the Exigency of the 
Times, That God would be graciouſly pleaſed to eftab- 
Iſh the ſtrong; confirm the weak; reclaim and recover 
the lapſed ; thoſe who deſtrred his Authority as well as 
their own Principles, could/not run away from his Pmy- 
ers and Charity ; and God grant that they- may hnd' the 
benefit »f tis holy Devotions, who would receive none by
